Had once tber Happinefs in ray Father'^ time to fee 
_ you here, and take very kindly your honourable 
mention of him in your curious Letter Publiflied in the 
Pbilofophical cMe^^ W ^. The Altar is yet with me, 
with a confidembie addition of other Curiofities, relating 
as well to Antiquitys as natural Rarities, to which (ifl 
iiiifremember not) you was a Benefador, in beftowir^ 
fome valuable fears of a Coraline Orn, andof a jet 
Ring, with (bme Indian Fruit, &c. my natural Pro - 
penfion to (ach things fteals away more time then I 
can well afford, and makes me alfo troublefome to fuch 
generous tempers, as I find as well willing as able lo a(- 
fift me ; and therefore I prefiime this once to defire 
your thoughts concerning a Roman Pottery that I have 
lately difcovered in my Survey of this Parifli. 'Tis up- 
on Blackmore^ about two Miles from X<?^^j (the old 
Leogeolium) the Name Hamafier rig gave ffie the fir ft 
occafion to hope for (om^ RomaH Ruines there j but 
inftead of the Remains of a regular Camp or Fortifica- 
tion, I was furprifed to find (everal Rounds, or circular 
Heaps of Rubbifh, abundantly too fmall for any Mili- 
tary u(ej onebythe Wheel was Sixteen Perches round, 
another in walking ^venty fix Paces, and thefe I take 
to be Ruines of (ome of the very Furnaces ; 'tis a San- 
dy Ground, yet plenty of Clay at no great diftance ; 
theCountrey People tell me of heaps of Stagg and Cin- 
ders, but 1 had not the hap to meet with any, the place 
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being grown over with Moft, &c. and the whole at 
prefeot covered with Snow, that f can make no fur tli^ 
Difco very till more feafonable Weather j in the mean 
time I Ihouid be glad to know of you the bignefe of 
thofe Meu you ohkrvcdAl Sanf on, and what Authors 
ttcat oHhQ Roman Flafikks. I am ready to fancy thefe 
might be for their Bricks, becaufe of the great plenty 
of Clay in the Neighbourhood , and the great number 
of thoih Roman Bricks^ yet to be feen in the Ruities of 
KirkfiaO-h\A>ty^ and that it belonged to the Romans, I 
conclude, partly becaufe the Inhabitants have no Tradi- 
tion of any Modern Pottery, but chiefly bec^uft it is 
feated upon a Branch of xM R^mm^^^ or one of 
t)mt Fis f^kimakifth^ the great Military 

Road u pon Bramham moor^ by Tkorner^ Shadwell^ and 
Kirkfiall to Camhodmum^ befides the v^xy name ftems 
to import fomc Roman Caflrum. Near the adjoining E- 
minency that the iS^^^w calFd Haws or Hougs^ and the 
word is yet retained in (bme parts of Torkjhire^ witneft 
tlamleton-Hough in the Road to Belhy \ and to conclude, 
the Village that fucceeded the Old Pmerylsmlkd Potter^ 
Newton. 1£ you pleafe^ Sir, to favour me with a 
Lim , that I may have your Sandion, if thefe Con- 
Jelfcures be. fo happy as to merit it, you will thereby v^ 
rj much honour,
